The  Hoard  of  Trustees  would  respectfully  present  their  annual  Report  of 
the  condilittn  and  orosp -cts  of  Howard  Coile>;e. 

Siue-  the  hut  sossiou  of  the  Convention,  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
Fajulty.  The  numlwr  of  students  connected  with  the  College  during  the  col- 
Je^.aic  year  uudiug  July,  l6Jii,  wati  7J.    Out  of  thebe,  uix  graduated  and 
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MMlved  ibair  dIplorM*.  %t  th«  iMt  knnukl  eonmeDoement.  On*  of  thli 
elMs  U  now  nn  ordained  mlniiit«r  of  tha  Oo<pel,  and  ii  pantor  of  one  of  the 
moot  prominent  and  InU'reKtlrifr  ohurcheM  Id  the  State.  Another  la  a  llcenned 
Bilnint«r,  and  Ir  now  In  a  Northern  UnircTHlty,  for  the  iMUPtIt  of  a  more  ex- 
tendud  cour«o  In  Theological  MludieB  than  can  l>e  attnrded  In  any  Southern 
instilulion.  Tbud  the  Uolh'ife,  year  afur  year.  In  making  It*  contrilmtloitR 
to  the  mlnlntrj  of  the  Daptlst  church.  And  the  Uourd  aru  pcrfuaiU-d  tbut 
the  jouns  men  who  enU  r  the  mlnlmry  r'l  (^radiiatci  of  Howard  Colltyc,  if 
•uslalued  by  the  Rroco  of  Go«l  and  kept  fttlthful  to  hU  BtTvIc*",  are  dchllnrd 
to  occupy  hi;;h  noxliloim  In  thi-ir  »acrod  calling-  Ihls  U  a  ffuluro  In  the 
College  which  unonld  endeurlt  to  every  IlapliKt  heart,  iind  the  Himrd  would 
earnestly  commend  tliio  braoch  of  the  luHlitulion  to  the  (•pedal  attention  and 
foHterlng  caro  of  tbeConvotitlon  with  the  conlldent  hope  that  they  will  cheer- 
fully promote  Its  Interect  In  all  i)(»M«ib  e  rei-pectB. 

The  Board  have  done  all  in  tlielr  power  to  nrovldo  rultable  accommoda- 
tion for  the  College  In  buildings.  One  dormitory  and  the  main  Ccllego 
buililiug  are  !<o  nearly  complet*  d  as  to  be  fit  lor  occupancy.  liut  bef(.re  tW 
opening  of  another  nesHioii,  the  College  will  greatly  need  a  s<  cond  dormitory 
building.  The  foundutiou  of  llils  ImiUlliig  is  liild,  but  the  amount  of  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Coard,  which  may  be  appropriated  to  ihut  purpoHe,  doeu 
not  "^arrant  them  In  proceeding  with  it-*  erection.  The  iiumUT  of  etudents 
who  have  registered  their  names  up  to  this  time  In  the  jireseiit  seH-lon,  it 
about  75 — nearly  as  many  ns  can  bo  accommodated.  Until  tliis  dilllcully  is 
removed,  there  can  In;  no  mnt>  rial  Imnroveineiit  In  the  College,  so  fur  ai*  the 
number  of  Its  students  is  concerned.  Your  board  would  respictlully  innuire 
whether  the  Convention,  at  its  present  st  8'<lou,  cannot  suggeift  •umu  plan  by 
which  this  want  of  the  College  imiy  bo  hpeedily  fupjilied. 

The  .Apparatus  Uooms  and  Chemiciil  Laboratory  are  now  ^nl^hed  and 
fitted  up.  No  pains  or  expense  have  been  s])ur>-d  to  make  them  Hde(|uate  to 
the  wants  of  the  Institution.  The  Apparatus  was  niiorled  u|)on  at  your  last 
leMlon.  The  chief  need  Is  In  Optical  Ini-lruments  an<l  u  Cabinet  of  Mine- 
rals. The  other  branches  are  wellK-pplied,  and  all  the  Apparulus  owned  by 
the  College  Is  In  the  newect  h(  vie  and  Hrst  clafs. 

Last  year  it  was  reported  that  the  Ladies  of  Marlon  had  presented  to  the 
Oollego  $iitO  to  purchase  a  TeleK-opo.  Since  then,  they  have  with  their 
usual  liberality,  increai^ed  the  fum  to  $1,00('.  The  insUumenl  has  been 
made  by  Clark,  of  Uo^ton,  and  its  arrival  Is  daily  expected.  It  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  erect  an  ob.>tervntory  Imilding  for  Its  reception.  The  Hoard  con- 
gratulate tho»Convention  on  the  pro>'pect  of  poxsessing  for  its  College  such  a 
Telescope.  There  are  only  seven  colleges  in  the  United  States  out  of  one 
hundred  and  twenly  sev(?ii,  which  own  lurger  Instruments. 

During  the  year  lK'»(i,  the  Uev.  W.  Wilkes  tilled  the  office  of  Flnonclal 
Secretary  and  discharged  its  duties  with  success,  and  In  a  spirit  of  devotion 
to  the  Interests  of  the  College,  which  lias  won  tor  him  the  ewteem  and  admi- 
ration of  Its  friends.  1  he  Hoard  could  noc  induce  him  to  continue  In  his 
ofllce  for  another  year.  They  ure  happv  to  stale  that  they  have  secured  Iho 
•ervicea  of  Uev.  Z.  (».  Henderson.  He  lias  entered  upon  his  work  with  zeul 
and  devotion,  and  with  the  most  encoiiniging  success.  The  present  Hnancial 
ftondilion  of  the  College  is  as  follows:  Theological  and  Literary  fund, 
$95,5'^8  21. 

The  alwve  is  the  results  of  your  labors— less.  It  Is  true,  than  we  could  have 
wished,  and  wholly  inude(|uate  to  the  wants  of  such  an  Institution  ol  learn- 
ing OA  the  Convention  desire  to  •  slabllsh.  Your  Hoard  ure  pirsuadid,  how- 
ever, that  the  denomination  is  Ixginning  to  regard  Its  edneatlonal  enterpri/.e 
with  increasing  favor,  and  that  in  a  lew  years  it  will  Is-  their  privilege  to 
report  a  suilicient  am  lunt  of  endowment  fund  to  place  the  College  beyund 
all  reasonable  contingency. 

The  College  is  gr.atly  in  want  of  a  Library.  This  want  presses  especially 
upon  the  Theological  department  of  your  Institution.  Voiir  llo..rd  would 
respectfully  solicit  conlriliutions  In  books  or  money  to  supjjly  tliis  pressing 
want.  It  is  due  to  the  students  that  the  Hoard  shi  uld  testily  to  the  geuerul 
propriety  of  their  depurtiueui  and  to  their  industry  uiu]  apjilication  to  thei* 
ktuulc?.

At  tho  liiHt  annual  commoncemont,  twenty-one  young  ladles  received  the 
honofHof  grnduution.    Th'i  in  much  the  lar^ctit  cIoks  that  ban  yet  completad  , 
tho  full  and  fi>>,'uliircouri<L'of  iiiHtructioii.    The  nuriiht-i  of  pupils  registered, 
duilnj;  {\w  HchuluNtio  year,  wuh  two  hundri'd  and  thirty. 
Towurdrt  tho  close  of  the  WHxiou,  uu  i-xcecdiiigly   iuteresting  Bt«te  of  rell-. 

flouH  feoliug  pervaded  the  luntitute.    A  large  number  uf   pupils  became 
opcCullv  plouH,  ond  twenty-one  wore  baptized  in  tht-  prescace  of  their  rela- 
itvuM  and  fiiundu,  on  tho  Siit>lmth  pn'o  ding  comnienoemont. 

The  present  t>(.>HMioii  haH  fiillv'  HUMtaincd  tli(>  puHt  nputatioa  and  success  of 
the  lustituto.  Tho  numb('r  of  pupilH  n-gi^tered  at  ih'i  presont  lime,  is  two 
huiidpjd  and  furty-two.  Tlie  hciiith  ol  tlie  young  ludlen  has  been  good — no 
death  or  si'iIouh  easeof  IIIiicm'*  having  t>ccurrc'd. 

Tho  large  and  increasing  number  ofttupilx  having  rendered  additional  ao- 
eommixiatiouH  Indii-penHiblo,  nicuKures  wire  taken  ueur  the  close  of  loNt  hch- 

•Ion  to  meet  thJH  demand.    About  i were  pomptly  subscribed  by   the 

members  of  the  Hoard  and  a  lew  liberal  friendi*.  A  building  three  vtorien 
high,  (be^lileH  the  Imwment )  and  Ah  by  70  feet,  wuh  cnutructed  for,  with  ex- 
pectation that  it  would  be  lluished  early  thltt  Kprlng.  Hut  elrcum^tauceH  which 
the  Hoard  oould  not  control,  have  delayed  the  work  greatly.  It  is,  however, 
progressing,  and  when  tinished,  the  accommodationH  of  the  Institute  will  be 
much  im|)riived.  The  basement  will  TurnUh  a  large  and  commodious  dining 
room,  Vt  by  70  fof  t ;  tho  llrst  tioor  will  be  appropriated  to  parlors  and  apart- 
menlft  (or  tho  ctewardV  family  :  the  two  uppt-r  Ktorleis  to  dormilorii'i*.  It  la 
proposed  to  enlarge  the  t-ehotd  room  by  reiuoving  partitions  and  throwing 
several  rooms  into  one.  The  accommodutious  of  the  music  depaitment,  wiU 
also  be  greatly  improved. 

If  the  Hoard  can  realize  tho  fundw  for  alTecting  all  the  Iroprorcmcnta  em- 
braced in  the  present  plan  of  enlargement,  the  Institute  will  posH.>S80ue  of  the 
largest  and  best  arranged  buildings  in  the  United  Slates.

The  Jiid^on  Female  ln>tilule  wa.s  lounded  hy  the  muuilieence  of  the  citi- 
f.(Mi«o(  .Marion  and  I'erry  county,  in  IKi'J.  It  became  the  property  of  the 
Convention  in  IM'J,  anil  has  uvtr  t^ince  borne  to  you  a  piculiar  relation.  It 
haH  never  been  a  tax  on  thix  body  ;  for  its  annual  income  has  uiwayH  been 
Hullieient  to  meet  it.n  current  expeiiMs,  and  In  Hcveral  liihtunccs  it  ha.«  con- 
tributed lundH  lor  the  education  of  young  ladies  in  the  tchool,  who  could  not 
Otherwihe  have  availed  iLint-elve^  ot  its  udvuniuge.'*.  One  leature  in  the  his- 
tory  of  this  iiistituiiou  uni^l  have  attracteil  the  ulteution  of  the  denominutiou. 
From  llio  time  of  il^^  origin,  in  iH^iK.uji  to  iho  i)r(Siiit.  it  has  enjoyed  an  ever 
increaning  prtthperity.  Uver  one  hundred  young  ladies  are  nuniiiered  in  the 
liht  of  its  graduates,  the  greater  niujority  of  whom  made  an  intilligent  pro- 
fchHion  of  religion  while  studying  in  the  institution,  and  have  returned  to 
tfeir  tamilics  ^aniong  the  mo~t  wealthy  and  intluvntial  of  the  ^outh  and 
wcHt.)  carrying  their  religious  priiicijiUs  with  them.  Wlien  I'rof  Jovett  an- 
nounced hit*  int'iilion  to  resign  hiti  place  as  i  riia'i]ial  of  the  hcheol,  many  of 
Us  Iriends  were  ready  to  jiredict  tiiat  the  dajs  ol  itt  prosperity  were  num- 
bered. ISut  under  the  jmlicious  management  of  I'rof.  S.  S.  I^iii.hman  it  has 
only  advanced  more  rapidly  iu  reputation  and  patronage.  It  i>  inen'iisingly 
becoming  a  Kchool  not  only  lor  .Vlabama,  but  lor  the  uUire  i>oulh  ><nd  west. 
Its  htudcn  H  are  lioni  Texas,  Arkansas.  Louisiana,  Florida,  Mississi|ipi,  T(  n- 
nt!^H•e,  and  the  distant  Indian  territiries  of  the  West.  'I  lie  beginning  of  tho 
Judsoa  was  auspicious,  and  the  result  ha^  not  disappointed  the  anticipations 
of  its  founderx.  'Ihu  freshness  of  its  youlli  is  yet  upon  it,  and  it  is  growing 
on  to  a  glorious  maturity.  It  becomes  us  to  watch  its  prowlh  and  control 
thu  upv\ aid  shooting  of  the  uubic  trunk,  AVc  should  guard  it  i-o  that  no 
vandal  band  may  mar  its  beuntifiii  symmetry,  or  outlaw  id  band  hack  and  gir- 
dle it  arouiul.  It  is  our  duty  to  iu)urish  it  and  rejoice  to  see  it  expand  its 
boughs,  and  lift  its  lop  towards  heaven.  AVe  should  prop  it  around  with  Iho 
HupportH  of  prayer  and  Christian  sympathy,  until  religion  has  thrown  itb  fa- 
cred  inlhienct!  over  all  Its  inleresth— until  it  Is  so  tlrmly  rooted  and  grounded 
In  the  allectioiiH  cd"  llie  denomination,  that  nothing  sliort  of  a  direct  iuterposi- 
tion  of  I'rovideueo  may  blight  or  wither  its  pro>periiy. 

If  eipml  Muec'.-'s  has  not  crowned  our  elloris  in  l<uilding  up  academies,  and 
a  college  for  tho  education  of  our  young  uicu,  It  is  not  bccaubo  we  ba>u 
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fkllM  to  iiak*  llberel  eoBtribulloot  for  lh««  obJeoU.  We  arc  pr rmitdH 
that  the  eecrvt  of  our  lallure  U  RraphlcnUy  aiKlo«K.-<l  In  the  «»porl  on  Mu- 
ealioo  n-ftd  brforti  Ujc  Convention  at  lU  -tiwlon  In  Mootgomtry,  May,  IW6. 
The  parage  to  which  roferflnco  It  nrndc,  Is  aa  loUowa—

We  would  go  lurther,  and  become  exorcbt,  foi  If  the  lioly  Me«- 
Biah  would  not  awUt  us  aRuliiHt  a  demou  iw  loalliHuiue  and  lllll.y.  we  would 
If  Satan  would  lor  once  di  purl  from  IiIh  usuul  policy,  form  an  ulllancc  witb 
bim  and  It  cliould  be  proclaimed  to  itn  aMonii-lied  world  that  •  bulun  had  cool 
out  Satan.'  Tbis  Internal  fpirlt  nets  Into  every  UupliKt  community,  however 
•mall,  magninen  their  territory  Inlolbe  dignity  and  imporlunee  of  an  .mp  re; 
makes  ll.eir  exit.t<!ncc  depend  upon  tbe  ill-Miece«H  or  downdill  ol  eveiy  olljor 
lDU•re^lu^p^omolive  of  ibeir  own.  'God  »hull  hmilc  thee,  thou  whileU  wa  1. 
Will  any  one  viudicate  him  and  eay,  *  Ihou  sbalt  uot  epeak  evil  ol  the  ruler 
of  l^y  people?" 
j^'  r-  .allien,  wehavedlHcloBcdtousthe  cocretofourwantoffiucceHS.  The 
•  Demon  "  f  Sectional  Preju.lice  Is  In  our  midst,  dividing  our  couhhiIs  and  de- 
feutinKou.Hlans,  however  carefully  devUed  for  fuc  rellgiout*  education  of 
TOUDgmeii  Wemuhtlheu,  In  self  defence,  drive  this  foul  i-pirit  Irom  our 
churclies  and  awociutions.  and  addrens  ourf.elveB  with  renewed  eueruy  and 
Tlgor  to  this  gr.  rtt  work.  Let  u«  not,  however,  pans  over  in  silence  w  but  ba* 
really  been  accomplihhed.  lest  we  thould  hCim  to  undervalue  It. 

1  be  bretbreu  ol  tbe  Centml  Aw-ociution  bave  succeeded  in  establUblng  art 
•cademy  of  high  order  for  tbe  education  of  boys.  It  Is  located  on  tbe  plank 
road,  aoout  twelve  miles  from  Wetunipka,  and  Is  under  the  dl.le  and  « tbciCQl 
control  of  Key.  A.  T.  lloioiE*.  Your  committer  or^  persuaded  that  the  Cen- 
tral liistiluto  Is  already  occupying  an  Important  place  In  the  «lil  usion  of 
knjwledge  among  tbe  young  men  of  Alabama.  Tbe  brethren  of  the  toosa 
River  Ahs(K:iation  mude  a  noble  effort  to  estublii-h  a  high  school  Intbe  town 
'  of  Talladega.  For  a  time  It  seemed  that  they  were  destined  to  bo  dhap- 
pointed  in  the  results  of  their  ellort.  But  at  tbe  opening  of  the  present  ee^ 
eion  they  were  lortunate  In  securing,  as  the  I'rincipal  of  the  school,  hrof. 
Latuam,  and  Its  condition  Is  now  highly  eucou- aging.  In  addition  to  these 
are  quite  a  number  of  private  eutevnnses  In  dilUrent  sections  ot  the  State. 

These  Institutions  are  not  under  the  control  o  this  body.  Hut  they  are 
all  doing  a  good  work,  tbe  extent  of  which  tbe  records  ot  the  future,  and  the 
disclosures  of  eternity  alone  can  fully  reveal.  Wo  bespeak  for  thtra  a  place 
Id  the  prayers,  the  conlldence  and  patronage  of  every  Iriend  of  education  lo 
Alabama.  In  the  name  of  our  common  Master,  we  welcome  them  as  co-la- 
borers In  this  noble  work  of  driving  Ignorance— the  mother  of  error  and 
lupcrstition— from  the  land.  We  say  to  them  all— Increase  your  mtans  of 
OBcfulness,  extend  the  circumference  of  your  moral  power.  Our  only  wish 
U,  that  such  Institutions  may  Increase  In  number  and  efUclency.  In  propor- 
tion as  they  prosper  and  are  multiplied,  the  brighter  becomes  the  prospect 
before  ua.  They  are  all  stars  of  varied  brightness,  forming  one  glorious  coa- 
itcllatlon,  looking  down  benignly  from  the  moral  and  intellectual  heavens, 
opoa  the  Ignorance  and  darkness  beneath.  We  would  not  pluck  one  from 
lU  high  sphere  of  usefulners,  nor  cabt  a  shadow  on  Its  brightness. 

But  after  all  these  admleslons,  let  it  be  deeply  impressed  on  our  mlnde  that 
Ihe  lilt-  llcctual  and  moral  appliances  for  securing  a  thorough  education,  are 
Itcou'.lcte  until  we  have  eatablished  a  weU  endowed  College.  It  occupies  a 
pl:xo  which  cannot  bfl  left  vacant  without  marring  our  entire  system  ol  cdu- 
caUon.  Wo  are  prepared  to  go  further,  and  say,  that  so  long  as  the  coor 
trolling  mlnda  of  the  country  are,  and  must,  as  a  general  thing,  be  formed 
!•  lt«  colleges,  It  U  only  by  euBlalnlng  well  endowed  collegen  that  the  acada- 
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Bit«a  and  bigh  tebooU.  aoder  the  control  of  the  BapHtt  denomitftion  te 
Alabama, onn  b«  kept  horn  utUr  extinction.  Thtj  must  live  or  die  together, 
for  ouK  jJeademitt  uud  CvUrf^e  mutually  rapport,  and  are  supported  \>j  each 
other.  And  hence  we  ice  that  auy  jcnloucy  bc-twevn  thim  is  unwise,  and,  In 
the  end,  BcK-dentruotlve. 

The  want  of  an  iiiHtitution  for  Collegiate  and  Theological  education  bad 
long  been  felt  by  the  dinomiuatioii  Ui  Alalaniu.  We  were  coinpi-lli'd  to  look 
ou  and  Bve  our  hoiiB  educAtod  under  IntluenceM  dtfllreutuna  adTeritu  to  our 
own.  And.  In  to  relation  the  nilninlry,  it  wna  s'.ill  true,  thut  not  many  wise 
men,  alter  the  (toHh,  not  many  iniKhty,  not  many  noble  are  called,  and  oiu 
Toung  men,  without  mental  iralnin)^.  and  with  wholly  Inadiquate  views  of 
the  obligations  mid  dutieH  of  tlie  miitibtry,  w«^re  hu^t('lllng  to  atibume  the  sol- 
emn reHpuiiHlbillties  ot°  (he  vaci'td  office.  The!«c  connidi  rations  induced  the 
Convention  to  enter  upon  the  ditlicult  and  uixluous  woik  of  e('tal)li^hing  a 
College  and  Theological  Iiit-titution  ;  and  at  the  M'xeion  ot  Novintber,  lb41, 
held  in  Talladega,  incipient  meut-ureft  were  taken  having  tbiH  end  in  view. 
At  that  lime  a  r>'Moliitiou  wuh  uttered  aiiit  paxHed,  to  eftattlihh  a  college  of  the 
blghest  order  ;  Muriun  Reiectid  uh  the  pluee  of  lt«  loeution.  a  plan  of  endow- 
ing it  proposed,  an  ugeut  appointed,  itnd  a  lioard  of  TruntecH  elected  to  pre- 
side over  uh  deNtiniev.  You  have  tod.iy  lihtened  to  the  reodiug  of  the 
Ueport  of  that  lioard.    After  hixteeu  yeuri*  ot  ardent  striving,  they  are  com- 

?elled  to  Huy,  thai  the  endowment  in  inailequule  to  the  wantr*  of  the  College. 
hUh  you  are  forced  by  Had  experience  (o  nutlze  bow  dithoult  it  i*  to  endow 
a  colb-ge.  Even  undi  r  the  mo.-t  t'avorable  circunii<tauceH,  it  Ih  not  the  work 
of  a  day,  nor  a  year— it  \»  one  of  time  and  labor  amid.st  a  thousand  di^cour- 
agementa  and  perplexlt  k^ 

Are  we  then  to  abandon,  as  hopvlet«.  a  work  upon  which  so  much  depends, 
merely  because  great  reHuli8  are  iiol  f-piedily  achieved.  It  Is  almott  invari- 
ably true,  that  it  \«  hy  kIow,  Init  well  defined  pro({ret<.><,  the  greatest  of  human 
unuertakingH  are  ultimately  uecumpli!<lied.  It  in  manifeht  that  the  endow- 
ment iH  inude(|uate,  but  it  is  equally  manirei>t  that  the  importance  of  the 
subject  Ih  forcing  it-.eif  upon  the  denomii.ational  mind  with  a  coH^ta^tly 
deepenin.:  imprefsion.  There  are  all  the  indiculionB  of  n  more  enlightened 
policy  ;  and  our  people  are  coming  up  to  the  mea^ure  ol  their  re>poni>ibility 
to  the  cauHe  of  L'ulL'giate  and  Theological  education.  Your  committee  are 
pei'Huaded,  therefore,  that  you  have  ttl>undant  caui^e  of  gralelul  acknowledg- 
ment in  the  measure  of  (tiiccei-H  which  haH  attended  your  elforts.  Much  re- 
mains to  be  done  ;  but  the  work  Ih  progressing,  and  it  the  Convention  will 
reHolvc  to  perhevere  in  the  gloriouH  undertaking,  with  renewed  and  bi'com- 
ing  vigor,  the  result  will  not  diKappoint  your  expectation.  Complete  suo- 
oeua  will  crown  your  laboro,  and  reward  you  for  all  your  EocrlUces,  and  your 
mo8t  Hanguine  hones  bo  fully  realized. 

And,  in  order  that  yon  may  be  prompted  to  the  acta  of  yot  greater  self- 
denial  to  which  you  will  bo  called,  in  this  good  work,  let  ua  reflect  that  wc 
arc  laboring  for  our  own  loved  State, — yea,  for  a  part  of  ourMelves, — for 
bone  of  our  bone,  and  Hebh  of  our  ttexh.  The  sncritices  we  are  called  upon 
to  make  are  In  behalf  of  our  children  and  our  children's  children— the  soof 
and  grund-sonn  who  are  to  come  after  uh,  and  into  who»c  hundw  we  mutt.  Id 
the  ordinary  courae  of  I'rovidence,  commit  the  dearest  intere»>ttiof  the  church. 
Our  relationHbip,  Ly  blood,  and  by  religious  and  political  tics,  clearly  indi- 
cates our  duty,  and  urges  us  forward  to  its  performance.  God  has  bestowed 
upon  us  our  capabilities  and  invested  us  with  the  overnight  of  the  young  and 
rising  generations,  and  wu  cannot  esca].>c  the  re.<4ponsibility.  Nor  should  we 
wish  to  escape  ;  for  whatever  of  time  or  money  it  costs  us,  we  are  only  carry- 
ing out  one  of  the  most  common  dictates  of  Christian  benevolence  ;  there  is 
no  work  of  equal  importance  with  this.  No  public  enterprize,  so  far  as  tb* 
Baptist  denomination  is  concerned,  whether  we  consult  duty  or  interest,— 
whether  we  act  from  the  promptings  of  sympathy  or  piety,  can,  in  import^ 
ance,  stand  by  its  side.  No  work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  can  impose  upoa 
Hi  equal  claims  with  equal  power  and  pathos.  For  Miui^ions,  Domestic  IJi» 
vijus,  Indian  Missions,  Chrlht-iiko  as  are  their  objects,  must,  under  the  ttt- 
f»mttane$  in  which  wc  at  Baptiati  arc  placed ^  dwindle  into  comparative  ift- 
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dfniflcanoe,  wbon  compared  with  the  moral  khd  lolclleciual  tralnlnp:  of  oar 
..•on».    If  w«  fftll  btrt),  we  bring  ourstlvcii,  In  oue  «.nBf.  uudir  tUo  wllberiuK 
r«buko  of  the  Apoblle.    Wo  nt-gUct  to  niakc  provl«ion  for  tbonc  of  our  owu 
hou8o-holJ,  we  dioy  the  fultb.  aud  art-  woino  tlian  Infldvln.     Sclf-prcservatioii 
drivea  uh  to  thia  work.    There  it)  Involvid  in  it  the  conHcrvution  of  our  priy- 
ilegCH,  civil  uud  eccle8ia^tic.    And,  if  the  alternative  were  forced  iipou  uo, 
whatever  elce  is  negk-cttd, — if  tvtry  dollar  vte  now  expend  in  Kudin^  the 
^  gosp<'l  to  the  dark  uutionH  ol  the  Liuit,-  if  every  contrihiition  wo  niuke  lit 
,  behalf  of  the  wild  tenants  of   the  dti-p  unbroken  wildfiucM  of  our   Wesfciii 
territories,  muHt  be  withheld  for  the  uext  ten  yearn.  Bud  as  that  alternative 
would  be,  and  hai rowing   to  our  Christian  i-ynipathiec.  still   we  would  my, 
let  the  Bacrilice  be  niudt;  rather  than  desert  the  cause  of  Collej,'iatc  and  The- 
ological education.    "For  us,  us  Da^ttista,   there  is  no  middle  course  ;  it  Ih 
.  viclory  or  defeat,  honor  or  diblionor.  life  or  death."   Deprive  us  of  the  knowl- 
edge which  can  be  ac(iuire<l  only  in  these  Institutions,  and  there   are  manv 
fields  of  controversy,  in  which,  even  with   truth  on   our  side,  wo  nnut  sink 
under  the  power  of  our  eueniies.     W'a  UJuy  have  deep  and  ardent  piety,  but 
without  knowledge  this  will  not  avail  us  in  our  conliicts  with  ciror,  — unless, 
,  Indeed,  God  should  do  (or  us  what  he  did  lor  the  early  difciiilcs   OlCljri.-t,— 
..  miraculously  eudow  us  for  the  hour  of  trial.     IJut  do  we  look  fur  any   sueh 
interposition?     We  believe,  if  it  were  absolutely  ntcefs;iry,  that  God  would 
Interpose  ;  but  it  is  not  necesbury,  and  to  expect  it  would  be  the  cxtrinie   of 
madness  and  folly. 

We  have  only  to  demolish  our  colloges  and  scatter  their  prolessors,  and 
we  should  soon  lind  ourselves,  u$  a  dtnumiuation,  traveling   the  downward 
road  to  ignorance  and  bat barisiu.     A  moment's  reflection  will  enable  u«  to 
perceive  that  this  is  a  self-evident  proposition.     As  we  have  saiti,    nc  arly  all 
the  learned  profes^iou8  are  supplied  Irum   our  colleger.    A  large  portion  of 
our  young  men,  and  a  couhtaully  increasing  portion,  are  sec  king  dislinction 
In  Ihete  llelds   (d'  human  ambition.     And  as  success   is   almost    inseparably 
.    connected  with  the  intellectual   training  which  go  to  make  up  a  libeial  edti- 
.     cation,  they  will  seek  these  advantages  wherever  they  can  be  (uund.     Seme- 
body,  then,  must  take  the  lead  in  educating  and  moulding  these  hearts  anil 
Intellects  into  forms  of  elegance  and  power  for  future  usefulness.     And  the 
,  .  point  to  be  dLciib  d,  and  to  bo  decided  very  soon,  Is,  whether  this  shall  b»! 
done  by  our  Iriends  or  by  our  enemie*~by  Baptists  or  Tedobaptiits.     'Ihis  is 
.    the  great  question  before  us.     Aud  no  question  of  deeper  importance,  acd  of 
•,   more  lasting  consequences,  of  weal  or  woe,  has  been  settled  by  the  denomi- 
nation since  the  day  in  which  linger  Williams  proclaim,  d,  for  the  lirst  time 
in  the  history  of  the  New  World,  the  great  liaptist  doctrine  ,(as  held  by  the 
early  fathers  of  our  churches,)  of  ciyil  and  religious  liberty. 
,        Let  u.s  now  sp.  nd  a  few  moments  in  contemplating  some  of  the  specific  in- 
fluences which  combine  to  urge  us  forward  in  this  work  ;  and  tht  n  let  us  no- 
tice some  ol  the  prolmblo  etlects  of  our  labors  in  the  cause  of  Collegiate  and 
•     Theological  education. 

v;      Ages  ago  the  interesting  truth  was  discovered,  that  all   thinps   are  made 
double,     Tht  re  is  a  world  without,  and  u  world  witlrn  us.     And  they  are  so 
correlative,  the  one  to  the  other,  that  the  condition  of  the  inner  ought  alwHys 
to  corresjiiind  with  that   of  the   outer  world.     Now  let  us  look  at  the  condi- 
tion of  tlje  world  in  which  we  live,  und  so  determine  what  duty  reciuires  at 
cur  hands  in  the  work  of  educating  the  young.    On  every.side,  we  see  the  evl- 
,^   deuces  of  great  cnleipr'/.e,  and  in  every  direction  scope   is  nllorded  lor  tho 
<.    4>oldest  e.xperiment.  Geiiius,  having  aroused  hertelf  from  i\w  slumber  of  ages, 
^   ia  everywhere  on   the  ttretch  for  improvement.    Her   railroads  are  piercing 
througij  great  mountains,  lifting  up  vallies  and  orching  wide  rivers.    Her 
.     telegraph  lines  are  bearing  our  messages  on   the   lightning's  wing.     She  \» 
,  '.  constantly  throwing  out  her  new  discoveries ;  und.  In  shining  hosts,  they  arc 
taking  their  march  in  this  bright  career  of  improvement.    Nor  is  the  intel- 
lectual world  unatlicted  bv  this  spirit  of  the  age.   Who  docs  not  stand  amazed 
.     at  the  rapidity  with  vhich  the  press  is  throwing  out  its  periodicals  and  vol- 
-     uraes?     \Vhen  in  the  history  of  philosophical  research  wa.s  there  ever  a  timti 
'  of  greater  cuthubiubm,  or  more  brilliant  tucccsd  iu  all   the  departmentu  of 
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MiontlOo  iDvcbtit^tlon?  In  what  tkgc  of  the  world  bM  tbe  pulpit,  the  bar 
of  juiitiue,  and  tho  Ualln  of  legigiation  exhibited  ftoverer  coutlicta  of  mind,  or 
a  moru  elt'ctrifying  eloiiuunccT  Never:  no,  never  has  the  mind  of  luan,  in 
nil  tlie  dopartmcntii  of  fuimun  entorprixe  and  ambition,  exhibited  tbv  intense 
ami  absorltlnj;  aetion  which  ehumcterlzeH  the  ai."jyin  which  we  live.  These 
i^nind  intluonces  are  abioud  iu  the  luud,  and  they  are  jo^<tlelng  and  contend- 
iU)j;  with  each  other,  until  it  almost  eeems  ac  if  Milton  s  battle  of  the  Angels

The  annwer  is 
obvioim:  \Vi>  nuiHl  tor /.ion'n  ^alve  liave  &  laiti/  and  minUlry,  not  only  of 
dii'p  and  ardent  piily,  'nu  of  almost  uucninj;  wiNlimi.  f'oreHlght  und  power. 

Ami  doen  it  need  any  hilioritl  urgiinicnl  to  eons  ince  us  that  Collei.'**  and 
Tlieological  ln>tit»ili<iiis  are  inipt  rutlvi'ly  nii-dcd  to  meet  this  ;*tato  ot  tbinga, 
anl  to  Kupply  this  ackiiowlctlxi'd  want  of  oiir  churches?  Let  us  have  such 
institutions  well  indowfd,  witli  liir.e  and  will  stdeeted  libraries,  and  all  »ho 
other  apiilianee.H  and  aids  ol  a  tluislied  education,  and  we  have  nought  to  fear. 

All  tliose  discoveries  in  the  artu  and  science,*,  all  this  spirit  of  enterprize, 
all  ilie  ubsorliing  and  imimsing  gnuidiur  of  these  worldly  fursuits,  insliad 
ol  being  adverse  to  tlie  cross  ol  Clirtst,  will  become  the  n.eel:  hantl-maids  of 
his  religion,  and  ofb'r  rich  gU'ls  on  the  altar  of  truth.  Hut  if,  oa  Baptists, 
we  content  ourselves  with  a  few  sickly  eslalilishments,  bearing  the  name  of 
college  and  high-school,  the  cause  of  evangelical  religion  will  go  down  in 
oir  midst ;  and  our  churches,  resting  under  the  curse  of  ignorance  and  su- 
perstition, sink  into  inibecilily  und  ruin. 

If  we  alt'  mpt  to  esliumte  the  prtilialde  eflects  of  our  labors  in  the  cause  of 
collegiati!  and  theological  education,  we  are  overwhelmed,  ns  we  coutem- 
pliile  the  well-nigh  nnuullv  ceitain  results.  Let  the  imagination  wander 
over  mountain  and  valley  ,>ani  and  river,  town  and  city,  hamlet  and  vil- 
la ;e,  until  the  map  of  th  oad  and  beaiililnl  State  is  imprinted  on  the 
muni.  The  geu-rons  soil  yuddsan  hniuhcd  fold  to  the  industry  of  the  agri- 
cnllurist.  The  earth  bears  her  bosom,  teeming  with  mineral  wealth,  to  the' 
pick-a.ve  of  the  miner,  ller  nolde  h.irhors  and  rivers  Invite  the  commerce  of 
the  world.  What  mind  short  of  the  inllnile  can  predict  what  Alabanni  will 
be  when  her  resources  are  fully  develo|ted?  ller  population  will  then  bo 
numbered,  not  by  thouf'unds,  hut  hy  millions,  and  untold  wculth  will  be  hers. 
Now  what  would  be  the  n'snlts,  if  under  benign  iiilluences,  M't  in  motion  by 
the  Alaliuma  liaptisl  .Slate  Convention,  this  broad  U-rritory  could  Ik*  dotted 
all  over  with  scIicjIs  and  academies  of  every  onler,  each  oui"  a  radiant  point 
from  ivhich  li;;ht  und  truth  are  sent  out  through  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  land?  What,  as  if  by  a  crowning  gitry  iu  the  midst  of  these,  you  could 
point  to  one  well  endowi  d  college,  wiili  portals  wide  extended,  and  offer  to 
the  asp'rinffstuucnt  lunple  meiun  of  instruction  in  all  the  higher  department.^ 
of  literature,  science  und  theolo:.rical  liaining?  Who  then  could  estimate 
.  the  hapfiy  results  of  your  well-tinnd  laUirs?  It  is  true  these  arc  all  feeble 
Instrumeutulities.and  without  the  Idessjir.,'  of  (Jod  they  can  accoinjilish  noth- 
ing. Jbit,  with  his  smiles  resting  upon  the  works  of  your  hands,  their  iufiu- 
ence  in  the  progress  and  civilization  of  soc  cty  can  hardly  be  over-rated. 

If  we  would  estimate  the  inliuence    und  prohable  ellecti   of  colleges  and 
thrological  institutions,  on  the  future  destiny   of  the   Ib-.ptist  denomination,        ' 
we  must  consider  what  they  have  done  lor  others.     On  this  point  the  argu- 
ment is  one  of  simple  facts.     Look  at  the  history  of  Vul'.*  College.     For  tin;  /-^ 
fir»l  tweh  e  years  of  its  t.vistence  nearly  three-fourths  of  its  gif 'ualep  euu-rcd^ 
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the  minUlry,  and,  for  the  flirt  thirtj  years,  a  lltllu  Ivph  Uiao  onr  half.  If  «<> 
look  to  the  hint«ry  of  Harvard  UiilvciNily.  we  fli  d  that  for  the  llr><t  hlxly 
yt'iirs  of  it)*  exihteiice,  more  tlju:i  one  hull  of  it^  >;ri»<luuti'8  entired  the  iniuiH- 
try.  Of  over  one  tlioiisiuid  J{ttt(lullte^  of  .Miihlleberry  Colle^'e,  neurly  oiio 
half  have  devoted  ^hem^««•lves  to  the  i-ame  snored  wtuk.  If  we  turu  to  llic  lec- 
ovd«  of  civil  life,  a  lon;^  li.st  of  prtHideiil.",  jroveriiors,  juatieeH  of  the  Mipniiui 
eourt  of  the  I'niti'd  Stiili's.  n-iiutors,  and  dij-tiii^ruihljed  uuinbers  of  ct>ti^rej<s, 
'  jud>;es  of  the  hij;hest  State  tribiiniiis,  uiid  lliu  li;,'ht!<  of  tin-  h^rul  and  nndieul 
s^'iinet'P,  beiir  neord  to  thfir  prc-ciniinnt  indilitcflmi'M  to  these  C'olit  ;;cs  an«l 
I'niversitiiH.  The  institulions  of  which  wc  have  spukcii.  with  in;iuy  .-iniiiar 
onoH,  are  under  I'nsliytcrian  inliui  uce.  And  wlmt  hiivc  thiy  nut  done  l»v 
ihatchnrch?  Tlicy  huvf  ^ivin  hir  lUi  int(  Ui;,'ent  luity,  imd,  in  nnmy  n- 
sjK'ctK,  tiu-  atiKst  niiniotry  in  tlie  wnrlil.  Dir-pitc  ilie  wilhtrinn  and  ihirkcti- 
ini;  inlluence  of  I'ldo-bujitisni  whieli  \^u-i  l.roodul  o\ er  the  ennn.-i  i>   ol  tiie 

•  •hurch,  wuriMML'  In-r  jnd;:nii'ni  and  cii|iplinir  li<r  ener^,'icn.  hhc  i^  ^lill,  uf  t/n- 
irhole  Ptilo-hiijitfit  fitnuly.  the  only  sal*  iind  rnlirtM''  di'l'i'ndcrM  of  l'^()ll•^l- 
untisin  ttKain.-t  I'opery.

ai^ainst  which  tlwy  are  so  nol>ly  battlinj,',  tiny  minhl  fairly  challenge  the 
^rutilinle  and  udiniratiun  of  the  world. 

But  it,  nolwit!iltiindin>c  Ijie  udvfis.'  inlluencen  with  whieli  I'ri'sliyterians 
h«ve  hud  to  contiml,  tlo'ii'  sysliiu  of  education  lias  ilonc  m  mucL  for  tin  ni, 
what  may  it  not  dtj  liir  us?  \\  e  enilmiee  the  same  e.-.'H'nlial  prinri|dis  oC 
diK'irinc;  lint  wi-  lia\e  a  purer  failh.aiid  a  more  scriptuial  oitruni/atioii  t!nin 
•hry.  And,  actiuf:  imTcly  undei-  the  iiillu'iu-i'  of  tlnsi'  ad\ania;:<  \\>\  as  a 
deiioniiiiation.  huv<-  aecom[<li-lud  \\on<li  is.  Without  wealth  or  jiowi  r,  with- 
out talent  or  learniii;;,  witliowl  combimition,  uud,  almost,  in  delianee  of  our- 
fi  Ives.  We  ha\e  ;,'oue  on  inert  a>in^'  in  numbers  and  wealth,  ia  power  and 
knowled^'e,  until  in  nrlmt/ niuiumiiirniit.i,  we,  prilia)i>,  exceed  any  other 
body  of  relijrionlMs  in  the  I'nit^d  Slalc>.  Jtui  tlie  point  belbrc  u-  is  this  ; 
,"  \V<!  cunuot  continue  to  owupy  our  pre.ent  posiiion.  We  uim-l  aihanee  or 
recede.  And  if  we  w<iuld  y.i>  on  iui.reiu-inj,'  mi  o//  lliut  gives  svorth  and  dij;- 
nity  to  our  ehurches,  we  must  {;row  not  only  in  the  graces  of  (Jod's  .Sjiijit. 
but  we  must  develop  our  latent  ri  sources.  Wi'  mu-t  keep  paee  with  the  ^'cn- 
eral  ]iroi,'ress  of  society  and  u>pire  to  a  moie  idevated  intellectual  as  will  us 
inorul  character.  Can  we  be  s.itislied  to  remain  dulionary  while  all  around 
u«  are  advan(?in>;?  Do  we  not  si'e  that  by  Uosinj,' our  reluti\c  standintf  wo 
lose  our  hold  ujtou  public  i  steein  and  contidence,  and  thus  eri])p|e  uur  inllu- 
ence? The  rresbyteriun  system  of  cidUfjiale  ami  th.  ido^'ical  education,  we 
admit,  is  not  suited  to  us  in  tlie  present  condition  of  our  cinirches.     Jt  i«'not 

•  'Veil  adapted  to  our  pecular  church  orf;aiii/,uti(jn.  and,  we  hope,  it  never  will 
l)e,  if  its  tendency  should  be  to  exclude  partially  educated  men  (nun  our 
ministry,— the  Shamnais  of  our  Israel  who  have  done  more  to  siiUliie  our 
enemies,  and  establish  our  churches,  than  all  others  C(»mbined.  Still,  we  in- 
sist that  true  policy  reipiires  us  to  <levelop  our  resources,  and,  bv  a  thor- 
ou^jh  nyrtlein  of  education,  preimre  our  /uili/  and  ministry  to  grapple  with 
the  stoutest  luiniLi  and  to  become,  by  intelligent  and  widi  tlirectcd  ell'orts, 
obji-cls  of  respect  and  veneration,  iust(  ad  of  scorn  and  pitly.  Let  u.9  have 
in  our  churches  the  learning  that  can  enlighten  every  circle,  the  reasoning 
that  can  convince  every  mind,  and  the  eluiuence  that  can  nu)ve  and  churin, 
and  thrill  at  pleu.-ure  the  allections  of  the  human  heart.— give  us  these,  and' 
with  the  blessing  of  (Jod  on  our  etlorts,  all  the  powers  of  earth  and  hell  com- 
bined shall  not  be  able  to  retard  our  pro;^ress,  nor  obscure  the  nevere,  but 
simple  majesty  of  that  system  of  doctrine  and  pnicticc  by  which  wo  are 
distinguished.  In  all  of  Its  simi)le  Ijcauty,  it  is  instinct  with  immortal  life 
— ii  is  that  Goppel  which  is  the  "  jwwtr  of  (J,nl'',  and  which  he  has  promi.-<-d 
to  ble^f  to  the  moral  renovation  ot  the  world. 
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Our  stthject  Is  by  no  rosaiis  expanded,  but  as  your  Com.,  tve  have  alrcadj^ 
trewpasspd  on  tho  paticnco  ot  tbu  Oom.,  and  we  add  but  a  single  closing  re- 
rnafk.  Bducation  Is  a  spcreJ  interest,  which  we  arc  bound  to  favor  and  pro- 
mote, by  c\'i'ry  reasonable  meaiin.  The  jcligion  of  the  Gohpel,  it  Ik  true,  is 
tho  grcut  con->e«'ating  power  which  has  descended  directly  from  heaven;  and 
nothin;^  but  this,  as  a,  liguture,  bindinji;  oociety  to  the  throne  of  God,  can  save 
U.  Hilt  edncatioa  is  the  veliicle  of  religion,  and  of  all  the  means  eraplo^'ed 
for  Us  furthenince— -.i^'de  from  the  iiiup.ediate  preaching  of  the  Gospel— cdu- 
Ciition  is  the  most  powerful  and  elHcacious.  Here,  tlien,  we  have  the  fnlure 
in  ouPchai"ge,  and  it  bccom  s  a>-  to  s*e  tht?  saced  trust  faitlilully  fultllled. — 
To  save  our  tienoinination  l.i>m  the  iiiculniH  of  ij^noraiico,  and  superstition  ; 
to  miiiie  it  th"  leadin;^'  cliristiaii  iatiiiciice  upon  earth  ;  first  iu  learning,  the

Theetlect  o!  all  this  will  be, t(.  put  down  the  manufacturing  and  producing  cosl 
«i  llio  Society's  pni/lications  to  the  lowest  prime  co-t ;  and  the  .Soci*  ty  can 
thus  compete  w  ith  any  similar  institution  in  this  country.  A  .Soniln  rn  and  a 
denominational  literature  is  now  a  thing  notinrrely  to  be  conlemplaled  and 
d.  -ind,  Imt  i«  among  the  things  pL»sible  and  wit  liii  our  reach.

b-  rs-and  especially  into  the  bauds  of  ourminibteih.     ,. 

W'r  would  also  m.  nlion  in  this  coniKclion,  that  the  Alabama  Uaplist  Dible 
and  Colporteur  Sooiety  Is  steadily  enlarging  its  operations,  so  that  itsnceipta 
»nd  eApenditures  during  the  past  year,  uredouble  those-  of  any  previous  year— 
amounting  to  some  ten  thous.md  dollars.  The  Itoanl  have  resolved  to  raise 
this  year,  twenty  tlioii.saiid  dollars  us  a  permanent  endowment.  We  aio  hap- 
py to  know  that  th  mo.~t  Mattering  success  has  attende«l  their  etiorls  up  to 
this  lime.

It  only  reni.ilus  lor  UH  to  pr-seut  for  due  cousidiraliou  of  tlie  Convention, 
tlif  K«  neral  u-pect!i  of  lljii*  departuu-nt  of  our  labor**. 

1.  Our  Mi>wion-»  duriu;;  lUi-  year  huve  enjoyed  the  Divine  blessiuj,'.  Nniu- 
ber>  h^iv'e  l^ei  II  iidiled  to  our  iiK'iuWtrsliip.  iiiid  tile  hearts  of  our  MiM^ioniirieii 
bive  been  eucouravf'd  by  witne>jiii>;  tlie  turning  of  the  heathen  from  dumb 
idoU  lo  -erve  ti»e  liviu;^  aiH*  true  find.

Our  U-loved  >ipl  r  Orawlord  — ,\l;»b,iiiia"s  lirsl  Mis>.ionary  to  the  heathen — 
Wis  the  iuslruiaeiit  iu  th-  baud  of  (iod  o(  IradiiiK  one  uf  them  to  Cliri>t. 

On  thi'  ("oaxt  of  Alriea,  dm-  Mi~-i«iuiiiies  rep(ut  a  number  of  buplisius.  not 
only  of  eiainranls  and  Uieir  des:eiidant»',  hut  of  native*.  On  one  occasion 
wlii-ii  twenty  were  baptized,  there  were  repreM-nlatives  of  livtidillVnut  tribes 
amouK'  litem.  In  Genttal  .VIriea,  our  Missiou  work  has  become  iuteitwdy  in- 
tere^llnJ^.  The  report  of  the  biithreu  eiiiiased  iu  this  lield— itf  the  lar^'e  cit- 
ies viMiletl— of  the  cordiality  with  which  Ibey  are  received— ol  the  readiii'-sji 
with  which  thousands  listen  to  their  preachiiij;,  lends  us  to  liclieve  tliat  the 
»e'd  Ihey  are  now  sowlu<;,  will  i-hortly  produce  an  abundant  har\<  st.  ll  is 
well  known  that  liro.  liowe  i,  the  pioueer  .Missionary  in  this  lield.  is  now  in 
this  country.  Ilis  reeeul  work  on  (-"eulral  -Vlrica,  is.sued  by  S.  li.  1*. S(>*:iety, 
ou^lit  lo  lie  iit  the  house  of  every  llaptist. 

We  would  lov>.'  to  dwell  upon  these  pleasing  indication.s  of  prot^pcrily;  Imt 
duty  demands  that  we  present  other  facts  which  pain  the  hearts  of  the  iluaid, 
and  of  many  of  the  friends  t»r  Foreign  .Mihsions. 

The  larne  lields  opeued  to  us  iu  tbo  providence  of  God,  demand  more  than 
doolde  the  numlxT  o{  laborer^  fur  their  cultivation. 

Our  Mission  force  iu  China  ouuhl  to  be  iicrea.^ed,  especially  at  Cantuii, 
where  brethren  Ciilliurd  and  (iraves  are  lalioring  anions  its  hundre«ls  of 
thousands.  U'l-  are  oceupyinvc  Itut  two  points  iu  that  largeempirc,  embracing; 
liliout  one  tii.rd  of  the  enlire  pn|iulalion  of  the  earth. 

Kroin  I>ilieria  and  aioij;  the  Coast  of  Africa,  our  .MissionaricM  are  f^.•ndinJJ 
over  to  us  continually  the  Maci'donian  cry.  "Come  over  and  help  us" — while 
in  Voruiia.  we  eould  prolitabl y  employ,  and  ought  lo  have  three  limes  the 
nuiulier  now  eni;a;;ed  in  preaehiuK  the  j^o.-pel.  Thi.s  increase  is  ueeessury  to 
give  tlie  hii^'he.-t  (le;,'rei'  of  elhciency  to  our  present  opeialioni*.  Kvery  inxly 
knows  that  a  .\iissionary  working  alone,  labors  ninler  many  dilhcultie.s,  'J'he 
doul)liiig  ol  our  force  iu  these  lields  would,  iu  all  probahility,  increat^e  its  el- 
llcieney  liieie,  pi'rhap^,  four-fold. 

The  Hoard  has  ur^^ed  the  claims  of  the  heath'n  upon  the  mindttof  the  thou- 
sands of  our  l)apti>t  Israel;  but  few  have  responded  "here  am  i.  send  me." 

Another  painlul  tact  is  that  the  state  of  the  Treasury  d(M.-s  not  pCiiuit  the 
I)o.!i'd  lo  supply  the  ^n*^**^  fiirUitus  to  the  few  now  in  the  field.
